Spray Planned 


City Shade Trees To 
Receive Treatment 
To control rapidly multiplying 
aphis on city street trees, spray­ 
ing with a nicotine sulphate sol­ 
ution will take place in early July 
with favorable weather conditions, 
ii was announced today by Rob­ 
ert Clayton, 
superintendent 
ol 
Escanaba parks and forestry. 
Aphids suck the 
plant 
juices 
from the tree and excrete a sticky 
substance called 
“honey 
dew.’ 
Drops of this 
sticky 
substance, 
falling from the trees upon park­ 
ed cars has resulted in a number 
of inquiries to the 
forestry 
de­ 
partment. 
The nicotine sulphate spray to 
be used will kill only s o f t -bodied 
insects like aphis in 
which 
it 
comes into contact. Unlike DDT it 
does not harm bees or other insect 
life. 
While aphis 
does 
not kill 
a 
well-established tree ii does re­ 
tard tree growth and unless the 
insects are controlled they may 
spread widely. The insects multi­ 
ply rapidly 
unless 
checked 
by 
spraying 
or 
sudden 
weather 
changes. 
The maples, most desirable ot 
street shade trees, are the most 
badly infested wi*h the insects in 
Escanaba, Clayton reported.

picked up extra revenue w ithout apparent 
h a rm to their regular fu ll-fa re trade. 
To illustrate, coach service brought the 
dom estic companies $43,000,000 in 1950, as 
against only $9,600,000 in 1949. But first- 
class passenger revenues d id n ’t suffer cor­ 
respondingly. They rose $14,550,000 to a 
total of $347,000,000 in 1950 as compared 
w ith 1949. 
All 
coach 
service is u n d e r temporary 
authorization from the Civil Aeronautics 
Board, which viewed it originally as an 
e x p e rim e n t and has not yet revised its of­ 
ficial attitude. 
The idea w as to test the 
service to see w hether it would tap 
a 
w holly new market, as so m e lines claimed, 
or w h eth e r it would sim ply subtract busi­ 
ness from the full-fare service. 
None of the hues w ould contend that air 
coach revenues are all 
p u re 
gain. 
But 
those em ploying the service believe most 
of the return represents new 
customers 
w ho otherw ise w ouldn’t travel. They think 
air coach is here to stay. 
In the overseas field. 
P an American 
W orld A irw ays has been urging since 1948 
th a t tourist fares be applied to the rich 
tran s-A tlan tic route. 
L ike the domestic 
lines, 
Pan Am erican argued that lower 
fares would broaden th e base of the air 
trav el m arket and m ore th a n compensate 
th e overseas carriers 
th ro u g h 
increased 
volume. 
T ne Economic C ooperation adm inistra­ 
tion supported 
this contention, 
recom­ 
m ending tourist rates as a m eans by which 
d o llar-h u n g ry E uropean 
countries could 
earn m ore dollars. 
T he CAB. opposed for som e time to ex­ 
tension of the coach-fare p lan to averseas 
lines, changed its mind th is spring. 
Last m onth at B erm uda, at a meeting of 
th e International Air T ra n sp o rt associa­ 
tion representing m ajor international car­ 
riers, Pan Arn’s tourist se rv ic e plan, urged 
also by B elgium ’s S abena Airlines, was at 
leng’h adopted. 
Som e foreign lines are skeptical of the 
econom ics of lower fares, however, and 
th e ir opposition was still felt at Bermuda. 
To obtain unanim ous ag reem en t on the 
cheaper service, it w as necessary to put 
off its effective date 18 m onths, 
beyond 
the end of the 1952 su m m e r season. 
Nevertheless, the p rinciple has now been 
approved and the decision brings within 
definite sight fares low enough to attract 
st 'dents, teachers and o th e r m oderate-sal­ 
aried

groups,

No sentence can be too severe for the 
p ed d ler who gives or sells dope to young 
children.

M aryland, Utah, California, Indiana and 
Illinois. He was supported in this claim by 
such Republicans as S enator Ferguson of 
M ichigan, 
who 
argued th a t M cC arthy’s 
nam e-calling was w orth ten

thousand votes in each state; but he was 
opposed by Senator M inikin of Colorado, 
th e G O P Senate chairm an, who flatly r e ­ 
fused to appoint M cC arthy to the policy 
com m ittee. 


Even M cCarthy’s close friend, Senator 
Fait, rem arked private that he would vote 
against McCarthy. 
They feared that, if 
M cC arthy got on the policy committee, it 
would look as if the R epublican party e n ­ 
dorsed his tactics. 
H ow ever, two of M cC arthy’s m ore voci­ 
ferous friends, Senators W elker of Idaho 
an d Je n n e r of Indiana, d rew up a petition 
to force a showdown vote, and .secured the 
signatures of Senators W herry of N ebras­ 
ka. Schoeppel of K ansas and Williams of 
D elaw are. What they proposed was to add 
an o tn er m em ber to the policy com m ittee 
in o rd er to create a vacancy 
for

C arthy.

rules, this petition forced 
M inikin to call a m eeting of all R epub­ 
lican senators, which he did. 
M eanwhile, however, C O P leaders m ov­ 
ed fast. They shifted com m ittee 
assign­ 
m ents around to create a vacanacy on the 
p ow erful Senate rules com m ittee, then in 
o rd er to pacify M cCarthy, 
offered 
the 
rules post to him. This w as too m uch of a 
tem ptation for M cCarthy to resist, and he 
accepted. For it put him in a position to 
block tire Senate report on the M aryland 
elections, w here he is up to his neck in this 
scandal and anxious for a w hitew ash. 
t o r example, the M aryland investiga­

has already discovered 
that 
M c­ 
C a rth y s assistant, Don Surine, 
perjured 
him self before a Senate com m ittee

TREES — Everyw here 
people are associated with trees. T he Gar­ 
den of Eden in story and picture is a gar­ 
den of trees— including the ill-fated appl*. 
Trefs give cooling shade on sidew alk, 
street and in park and yard; they b eau ti­ 
fy the landscape; yield many kinds of 
fruits; and they produce vast quantities 
of lum ber for a m ultitude of uses. 


O ur interest in trees revived the other 
day w hen w e talked with Bob Clayton, 
Escanaba city forestry and parks su p e rin ­ 
tendent, and W illiam B. Love of East L a n ­ 
sing, of M ichigan State College forestry 
departm ent. 
Love w as on his w ay from Chatham , 
w here he had lectured on trees and shrub­ 
bery to the ladies attending C am p Shaw , 
and stopped at G ladstone to confer w ith 
City M anager H. J. Hendrickson, and at 
Escanaba w ith Clayton. 
• 
• 
• 
OF MANY KINDS — T he conversation 
ranged from w hite ash to black locust. 
Particularly w e sought inform ation from 
the foresters on w h a t types of trees and 
shrubs w ere best suited for ornam ental 
planting in this section of the state. 
“For city shade trees—the sugar m aple,” 
said Love positively. A pparently the na­ 
tive sugar m aple is his favorite. 
H e had 
some additions to the list however. 
“The 
American 
elm is outstanding, 
and 
I 
don’t think we have to worry 
about Dutch elm disease reaching the 
elms up here. The Norway maple is an ­ 
other good shade tree choice, but it m ust 
be kept pruned up or the dense shade 
kills out the grass beneath it.” 
His 
recom m endations closely followed 
those of Bob Clayton, who has been u r g ­ 
ing more m aple tree planting, and avoid­ 
ance of those trees that bring disappoint­ 
ment.

WHAT 
TO 
AVOID — Too often the 
quick-grow ing trees are w eak or brittle, or 
their roots have a disagreeable habit of 
searching out sewers and clogging them . 
Clayton 
and 
Love 
also agree on the 
species that should be avoided for shade 
planting, each trees having one or m ore 
demerits. 
The fast-grow ing Chinese elm Is eas­ 
ily broken, the box elder grows rapidly 
but is on the undesirable list, and the 
cottonwoods 
and 
soft maples like to 
bury their roots in sewer lines. 
If you w ant som ething different in your 
yard and have tile space, 
Love rec o m ­ 
mends a native birch, beach, or basswood. 
The m ountain ash, while not usually tall- 
growing. is treelike and highly orn am en tal 
in form and because of its colorful clusters 
of red berries.
